Look! Up 
in the sky! 

Dubai names tallest building after bailout patron

Dubai opened the world’s tallest sky- 
scraper Monday and in a surprise move 
renamed the gleaming glass-and-metal 
tower Burj Khalifa in a nod to Sheik 
Khalifa bin Zayed A 1 Nayhan, the leader 
of neighboring Abu Dhabi— the oil-rich 
sheikdom that came to its rescue during 
the financial meltdown. 

At a lavish presentation witnessed by 
Dubai’s ruler and thousands of onlookers 
at the base of the tower it was announced 
that the building was 2,717 feet tall. 

The developer of the newly opened 
tower said it cost about $1.5 billion to 
build the tapering metal-and-glass spire 
billed as a “vertical city” of luxury apart- 
ments and offices. It boasts four swim- 
ming pools, a private library and a hotel 
designed by Giorgio Armani. 

The Burj’s developers say they are con- 
fident in the safety of the tower. 

Greg Sang, Emaar’s director of proj- 
ects, said the Burj has “refuge floors” at 
25 to 30 story intervals that are more fire 
resistant and have separate air supplies 
in case of emergency And its reinforced 
concrete structure, he said, makes it 
stronger than steel-frame skyscrapers. 

“It’s a lot more robust,” he said. ‘A 
plane won’t be able to slice through the 
Burj like it did through the steel columns 
of the World Trade Center.” 

The Burj long ago vanquished its 
nearest rival, the Taipei loi in Taiwan. It

is more than 50 stories higher than the 
Willis Tower, formerly the Sears Tower. 

The building boasts the most stories 
and highest occupied floor of any build- 
ing in the world and ranks as the world’s 
tallest structure, beating out a television 
mast in North Dakota. 

“We weren’t sure how high we could 
go,” said Bill Baker, the building’s struc- 
tural engineer, who is in Dubai for the 
inauguration. “It was kind of an explora- 
tion ... a learning experience.” 

The Burj stands out prominently 
against the horizon. It is visible across 
dozens of miles of rolling sand dunes 
outside Dubai. From the air, the spire 
appears as an almost solitary, slender 
needle reaching high into the sky

Some people traveling to the U.S. from or 
through several countries were subjected to 
extra security screening, including full-body 
pat-downs, Monday as U.S. officials refined their 
response to a failed terrorist attack in Detroit 
on Christmas. 

The Transportation Security Administration 
outlined the new rules in a directive sent to air- 
lines Sunday They went into effect Monday, but 


initial reports from several European countries 
indicated they were still scrambling to digest and 
implement the new rules. 

Many other passengers who are not from 
those 14 countries or traveling through them 
will continue to see additional screening mea- 
sures, a senior TSA official said. For instance, 
in another refinement of measures put in place 
after the Christmas incident, it is now up to the 
plane’s captain whether to require passengers to 


put away electronic devices during the flight or 
to remain seated for the final hour before land- 
ing. 

TSA security directives are issued to the air- 
lines to be carried out. If the security measures 
are not followed, the TSA can penalize the air- 
lines, a TSA official said. The penalties could 
include warnings and fines, and recalcitrant air- 
lines could ultimately be barred from flying to 
the U.S.

Western wears 
the shelter crown 

CTA riders seeking shelter from harsh winter weather should head to 
Western Avenue, 

There are at least 122 bus shelters along Western, the most shelters 
of any street in Chicago, a RedEye analysis of Chicago Department of 
Transportation data found. At nearly 24 miles long. Western is the lon- 
gest continuous street in the city 

Citywide, there are more than 2,100 CTA bus shelters, though the 
CTA maintains only 139 of these shelters, CTA spokeswoman Katelyn 
Thrall said. The rest are oper- 
ated by France-based advertis- 
ing firm JCDecaux under a 
contract with the city. 

The CDOT data from 
October, the most recent data 
available to RedEye, covers 
only the JCDecaux shelters. 

When it comes to shelter, 
some CTA riders are out of 
luck. Most thoroughfares that 
see heavy bus activity don't 
have half the JCDecaux shelters Western boasts, Sheridan Road has 56 
JCDecaux shelters while King Drive has 51 and Chicago Avenue has 45 
shelters, according to CDOT data, 

CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor said the CTA works with CDOT 
to help determine which bus stops have shelters. Whether a bus stop 
will have a shelter depends on a number of factors, including available 
space in the public way, proximity to an electrical connection (for shel- 
ters with power) and aldermanic input, Taylor said, 

JCDecaux installs and maintains shelters in exchange for the right to 
sell shelter advertising. The city awarded JCDecaux the 20 -year shelter 
contract in 2001 amid allegations JCDecaux did not have the most 
lucrative bid. 

The city receives all the shelters for free and will net more than 
$300 million over the life of the contract, CDOT spokesman Brian 
Steele said.

Fire rips apart family 

Mother, 76, may have stayed inside burning building to help disabled son

Meter madness

The two brothers smashed a window from 
outside their burning home and tried to pull 
their elderly mother to safety away from the 
smoke filling her lungs. 

Calvin Lott slapped her face, trying to 
wake her up. Cedric Lott grabbed her arm, 
but the two men said they couldn’t get her 
out. 

“I couldn’t save my mom,” Cedric Lott, 
47, said, in tears. “She was right there.” 

The brothers believe their mother, 
76 -year-old Maxine Toledo, stayed inside the 
burning West Side two-flat to try to help her 
son, Joe Lott, 55, who had multiple sclerosis 
and used a wheelchair. 

The two were killed by the fire that 
engulfed their Galewood neighborhood 
home early Monday Calvin, Cedric and their 
sister, Claudia Lott, were able to escape; they 
were treated at hospitals for smoke inhala- 
tion and released. 


“The last thing I remember is my broth- 
er calling out my name, asking me to save 
him,” said Calvin Lott, 45, weeping at West 
Suburban Medical Center in Oak Park as 
he recounted the scene from hours earlier. 
“I lost my brother. I did everything in my 
power to save him. 

“I’ve got to live with that for the rest of 
my life.” 

Fire investigators determined that the 
blaze in the 1600 block of North McVicker 
Avenue was caused by a space heater in a 
rear first-floor bedroom used by Joe Lott, 
said Fire Department spokesman Larry 
Langford. It had been placed too close to 
something flammable, possibly his bed, 
Langford said. Lott’s body was found in the 
room. 

Authorities said Lott died at the scene 
while Toledo was pronounced dead at the 
Oak Park hospital. 

The home had working smoke detectors. 


and the siblings, who were awake around the 
time the blaze began, said they remember 
hearing the alarm. 

The surviving brothers said neither was 
able to reach Joe Lott’s bedroom because of 
the intense smoke. 

Both ran outside to escape the smoke and 
realized their mother was still inside. That 
was when they smashed the window and 
tried in vain to pull her out. 

Calvin Lott said she appeared uncon- 
scious, but when he slapped her face, she 
opened her mouth and started breathing. 
Then a chunk of plaster fell from the ceil- 
ing onto her face, Lott said, “and she was 
gone.” 

He said he rode next to her in the ambu- 
lance, pleading, “Momma, wake up.” 

The brothers said firefighters at the scene 
had restrained them from going back inside 
for their brother, warning the smoke would 
be fatal.

A new CPS plan 

Schools system changes way it prepares teens 
to find 'middle-skiir careers after graduation

The Chicago Public Schools system is over- 
hauling its Career and Technical Education 
program to provide about 25,000 teens the 
skills they’ll need to land well-paying jobs— 
such as those in the medical or electrical 
fields— right out of high school. 

The seven-year plan, rolled out Monday 
by Mayor Daley and schools chief Ron 
Huberman, calls for scrapping the unfo- 
cused vocational programs now spread across 
70 city schools and consolidating them at 
35 schools with better trained staff, more 
focused curriculum and more opportunities 
to earn vocational credentials in addition to 
a diploma. 

Ultimately, students would graduate from 
these programs prepared to land what Daley 
termed “middle-skill” careers, such as electri- 
cians, auto mechanics, medical technicians or 
licensed practical nurses. 

“In today’s economy, it is essential that we 
graduate students with the skills they need 
to go directly into a good job and a long-term 
career,” Daley said, speaking to students at 
Harlan Community Academy on the South 
Side. 


The mayor cited a recent study by The 
Workforce Alliance that concluded 45 per — 
cent of jobs by 2014 will be in so-called mid- 
dle-skill occupations — those requiring more 
than a high school diploma but less than a 
four-year college degree. 

In years past, vocational education was 
seen as second-class education, the path for 
those who were not considered college mate- 
rial. But a national focus on serving a high- 
tech economy that demands more highly 
skilled workers forced a change in vocational 
programs about a decade ago. Even the name 
changed; the term “vocational education” was 
replaced with the lofty “career and technical 
education.” 

But Chicago Public Schools have struggled 
to create a quality career prep program. This 
is the third time in a decade that city and 
school leaders have launched highly touted 
reforms, none of which has proved terribly 
successful. 

Students in the career and technical edu- 
cation programs should graduate prepared 
to land well-paying jobs. But district research 
has shown they do only slightly better than 
other Chicago public school students. 


Rogers Park man wins

IRS to audit 
tax preparers 



□ WASHINGTON The Internal Revenue 
Service plans to start regulating paid 
tax preparers, requiring them to register 
with the government, pass competency tests 
and adhere to ethical standards. 

The new regulations, announced Monday, 
will not be in effect for the current filing sea- 
son. But IRS Commissioner Doug Shulman 
said tax preparers will be held to higher stan- 
dards in future years as the IRS steps up its 
oversight to help reduce fraud and errors. 

More than 8 o percent of taxpayers use a 
paid tax preparer or tax software to com- 
plete their yearly returns. However, paid 
tax preparers are unregulated in many states, 
unless they are also lawyers, certified public 
accountants or enrolled agents who repre- 
sent taxpayers before the IRS. 

Shulman said he hopes to have all paid 
tax preparers registered by the 2011 filing 
season.

Bears players stand behind embattled coach

A day after their disappointing season ended. 
Bears coach Lovie Smith met with his team 
and huddled with management. 

One thing he apparently didn’t do: Act 
like a guy on his way out. 

Linebacker Hunter Hillenmeyer said 
Monday that Smith talked about goals for 
next season and what players need to do 
in the offseason. He also gave his coach an 
endorsement. 

“We think that he should be here,” 
Hillenmeyer said. “I’m under the impression 
that he will be. I certainly hope he will be.” 

The Bears are expected to make changes 
after going 7-9 and missing the playoffs for 
the third straight year since their Super Bowl 
run, but exactly how drastic the makeover 
will be remains to be seen. 

Smith, general manager Jerry Angelo and 
president Ted Phillips didn’t make them- 
selves available for comment Monday, but 
the Bears scheduled a news conference for 
2 p.m. Tuesday 

The Bears had high expectations after 
the arrival of quarterback Jay Cutler, only to 
come apart after a 3-1 start. They dropped 
eight of 10 before winning their final two 
games, and with each loss, speculation 
mounted. 

Angelo only added to it before the game 


at Baltimore on Dec. 20 when he shot down 
an Internet report that the organization had 
decided to bring back Smith. He also said 
money would not be an issue in deciding the 
future of a coach with two years left on his 
contract. 

The Bears then delivered an ugly 31-7 loss 
to Baltimore before finishing with back-to- 
back wins, leaving Smith with a 52-44 record 
over six years. 

The strong finish might be enough to save 
the head coach. What happens to offensive 
coordinator Ron Turner is another question, 
as is what happens to the defensive coordi- 
nator position, since Smith was calling those 
shots after stripping Bob Babich of the play- 
calling duties. 

“Three years really in the scheme of things 
isn’t that long,” defensive end Adewale 
Ogunleye said. ‘Anything can change in a 
heartbeat. And next year could be the year. 
So for the way that he’s taken this organi- 
zation to the Super Bowl and to the NFC 
championship, I think he deserves a little 
bit more credit than he’s getting.” 

Cornerback Charles Tillman also 
endorsed Smith, calling him “a guy you want 
to play for.” 

“He’s a hell of a coach,” said Tillman, who 
missed the final game with broken ribs and 
a lung contusion. “He’s a good person, and I 



think we all like him for what he’s done for 
this team.” 

Star linebacker Brian Urlacher dislocated 
his right wrist in the opener at Green Bay 
and needed season-ending surgery and 
watched the season from the sidelines. He, 
too, supported Smith.
